PRICE OF PEDDLER’S ACRE. 


Fifteenth Century Legacy, Involving | 
Four: Hundred Thousand. 


London, De>, 28—A case which will | 
decide the allocation of $405,000, now 
in chancery, Will shortly come on in 
the law courts, The story of this 
meney opens in the fifteenth century, 
when a peddler bequeathed to the old 
Lambeth parish an acre of riverside | 
land on the condition that his doz, 
which had accompanied him in his 
travels, might be buried in the churen 
yard. 

The peddler's legacy, known as the 
Peddler’s Acre, brought in only some 
70 cents a year originally, but at the 
time the Lemdon county council ac- 
quired the estate the Lambeth councts 
was receiving $9,000 a year from it. 
The money was devoted to the reduc- 
tion of the local rates, being equiva- | 
lent to a rate of one farthing in the 
pound, 

The Londen county council bought 
the estate to build its new county hall 
on it, the price being $405,000, The

The operatives seem firm in 
resolution to demand recognition of 
their union. They thronged the 
streets throughout the day, birt all has 
Been dutet and orderly up to now.

Texas Man Re-Arrested. 

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 27—The case 
of A. G. Boyce and Mrs. J. RB. Snead, 
of Texas, has another chapter added 
by the re-arrest of the man tonight 
on a telegram from Fort Worth charg- 
ing him with grand larceny. The 
amount is not specified, but the wife 
says he is urgently wanted in his 
home state. The charge is thought to 
be made thus specific on account of 
the other, abduction not being an ex- 
tradictable one. The object of the 
police of Winnipeg had been to charge 
Boyce and Mrs, Snead with being un- 
lawfully in Canada and on conviction 
to deport them across the border 


FIGHTING HAS BEEN 
RESUMED AT TABRIZ 


Five Persons Killed in Russian Con- 
sulate—British Consul Attacked 
by Tribesmen—Is Not Dead Ac- 
cording to Latest Report, 


Teheran, Dec. 27.—It is understood 
that the regent and cabinet desire the 
appointment of the American, F, E. 
Cairns, the principai associate of Mr. 
Shuster, as the new treasurer-generai 
of Persia, It is more likely, however, 
that M, Nornard, the Belgian, former 
director of customs in Persia, who 
some months ago made himself pro- 
minent by his hostility to Mr. Shus- 
ter, will receive the position. 

Must Maintain British Prestige. 

London, Dec. 28.—The London 
morning papers print editorials deal- 
ing with the gravity of Persian 
affairs, and the necessity of facing 
the outrage against the British con- 
sul at Shiraz, and of taking adequate 
measures to uphold British prestige 
in view of the evident impotence of 
the Persian authorities, 

The Radival papers are dismayed at 
the drastic measures Russia proposes 
to take at Tabriz and Enzeli, wiich 
they declare point ‘to a policy of an- 
nihilation for which Great Britain, 
under the Anglo-Russian agreement, 
will be held responsible throughout 
the east. 

Primitive Expedition Likely, 

The Teheran correspondent of the 
Times telegraphst “Infantry from 
Jask and all available ships, it is re- 
ported, have been ordered from 
Bushic, a town miles from 
Shiraz, and a British punitive expedi- 
tion is thought likely,’ 

The Russian telegrams from Tabriz 
yeaterday Teport that fighting has 
been resumed. Five persons were 
kitied and four wounded in the Rus- 
sian consulate in that city, The other 
consulates were safe, 

British Consul Not Dead. 

The British consul at Shiraz, W. A 
Smart, who was wounded in a fight 
near Kazerson, is lying in a caravan- 
eary. Medical assistance has been 
sent to him. ‘The consul was being 
escorted to his post by one hundred 
Indian Sowars when an attack was 
made by 800 Kashgai tribesmen, The 
Indians were forced to retreat Ww 
Kazerson, leaving the consul! behind, 
and for a dime much anxiety was felt 
cohceéerning his fate.
